A Midnight Journey to Haleakala, 
the “‘Héme oftheSun.” ~ 


From Honolulu to Maui is but a short 
voyage. ‘The little inter-island steam- 
ship, Claudine, belonging to the Wilder 
Steamship Company, left Honolulu on 
‘Tuesday, December 8, 1895, carrying 
ourselves among other passengers, and, 
at six o'clock next day dropped anchor 
in the harbor of Kalului. 

The first glance of Kalului is by no 
means inspiring. A collection of low 
houses along a beach washed by the 
surf, a railway train, consisting of one 
passenger and one flat car, in waiting, 
and a dozen or more Chinese huts were 
all that was visible. here was not a 
sign of a hotel or a place where the 
y traveller might rest. A French 
y, Madam Woldfogel, who lived in 
Paia, her husband, a Swiss, being a 
merchant there, went aShore in the 
Same boat with myself. 

“You are a stranger here?” she ask- 
ed. 

“Yes, madam. Can you tell me if I 
can find a hotel in Kakului?" 

“No, There is none.” 

* No restaurant ?” 

“A Chinaman keeps a miserable res- 
taurant there, but don’t go to his place. 
I live in Paia. You had better come 
With me.” E 

I thanked her very kindly, and at 
once accepted her very welcome inyita- 
tion. Our boat load consisted of this 
lady, myself, one native woman and 
child, two white men from Honolulu, 
and a dozen or more Kanakas. 

“Are you going up to Haleakala?” 
asked one of the young gentlemen from 
Honolulu, ke 

I answered that I was. 

* We are going to-day and would be 


tailor made his machine hum, and Man- 
uel, who sat on the step with an anx- 
ious, despairing look, rolled a cigarette 
and smoked in silence. A herd of horses 
v driven along the dusty -thorough- 
fare, which was followed a few minutes 
later by a drove of cattle. A horseman 
was discovered galloping around a bend 
inthe road. I started up hoping it was 
one of the Benners, and expected the 
other to come ott of the lane in a mo- 
ment, but the rider proved to be a 
school miss riding a la Hawaiian in di- 
vided skirts. Manuel sighed, said we 
would be late, rolled another cigarette, 
and watched the road impatiently. 

At the elevation we now were the 
wind was blowing an autumn gale, and 
the leaves rustled somewhat as they do 
in New England in September. _ 
‘Time pas: School was out and the 
children had gone home, when a car- 
riage, drawn by n span of black horses, 
came from theane and droye up to the 
store. My Honolulu friends were in" 
the rear seat. and I hastened to greet 
them, They apologized for the delay 
they had occasioned, and as soon as pos- 
sible we were on our way galloping 
along a road which grew steeper at ey- 
ery step. 

Haleakala seemed only 
throw away, though it really 
twelve miles to the peak. A cloud rest- 
ed on the side as if it loved the moun- 
tain and would not leave it. ‘The main 
road dwindled away to a mountain 
path, sometimes leading up a steep, 
sandy plain, then across a prairie cut up 
with deep gorges, or through a clump of 
trees. We crossed a rayine nearly one 
hundred feet deep, and scared up a flock 
of wild turkeys. 

The ascent grew steeper and the air 
colder. At last at about half past four, 
Olinda was reached.

the wealthy sugar planter. Itisa large 
delightful house in a temperate region, 
surrounded by temperate flowers, and 
the grounds beautifully adorned. It is 
well furnished and left in charge of a 
Japanese, who, however, could not be 
found anywhere. We climbed in at a 
window, made a fire in the range and 
prepared our suppers, while the guide 
took care of the horses. The house had 


glad to have your company.” 

As it made but little difference to me 
when I went up to the great extinct 
volcano, I consented to make the trip 
at once. My friend, Mr. J. S. Colville, 
at Paia, would send for me, and provide 
me with a guide and horses for the as- 
cent. 

We landed, and while I was placing 
my valise and umbrella on the Hat car 
Madam Woldfogel went into the station 
and teléphoned to her husband that she 
was coming home with a stranger to 
breakfast. ; 

After a ride of six or seven miles, 
passing through Sprecklesville, we 
reached Paia. The kind and hospitable 
Swiss gentleman, Mr. Woldfogel, met 
us at the depot in Paia, and seemed as 
pleased to meet us as if I had been an 
old acquaintance. He insisted on carry- 
ing my baggage to his store, telephoned 
my arrival to Mr. Colville, the manager 
of the Paia plantation, and urged me to 
go to the house and have breakfast with 
himself and wife. 

The Chinese Servants had prepared an 
excellent breakfast, which we had 
scarcely finished when I was told that 
my friend Mr. Colville had arrived and 
awaited me at the gate. He had come 
over from the plantation on horseback, 
and brought a Japanese boy with a 
horse and brake to convey me and my 
luggage to his house. He asked if I 
wanted to make the ascent that day, 
and Peing informed I did, said I had 
better stop at the office and arrange an 
hour for starting with the young men 
from Honolulu, whose names were Har- 
ry and Ed. Benner. 

Wo met at tho planter’s office and ar- 
ranged to start as soon after twelve as 
possible, The Honolulu gentlemen 
wore to procure horses at the home of 
Mr. Baldwin and meet us at a place 
about five miles slong on the road. 

Before starting Mr. Colville showed 
me about the plantation, and explained 
the system of irrigation. I saw hun- 
dreds of busy Japs and Chinaman at 
work in his fields. The system by which 
the water is taken up and down hill 
and eyery stalk of cane supplied, re- 
quires very skilful engineering. M 
Colville was for three years the mana- 
ger of both the Paia and the Haiku 
plantations. Under his skilful super- 
vision the Pain plantation had been 
made the second best paying plantation 
on tho islands, 

As we were to start at twelve sharp, & 
lunch was made ready at half pant elev-- 
en, and Mrs, Colville prepared some 
sandwiches and cakes for myself and 
guido while on the mountain, This 
guide was a young Portugeso named 
Manuel Davera, a faithful and capable 
fellow. 

Wo mounted aur steeds and galloped 
down a long, broad road, as smooth and 
hard as a turnpike. On either side wero 
yast cane fields with men, women and 
children at work in them. 

‘The place at which swe were to meet 
the Bennors from Honolulu was a cross- 
yonds store kept by a Chinaman. Tere} 
we tied our horses and went to the} 
porch, where I pare hed myself, to wait,

a deserted appearance. Evidences of 
child occupancy could be deen in the 
dolls and toys and childven’s books of 
little tots, but this was winter, and the 
little ones were no doubt in their home 
down by the ever restless sea. 

After supper we went to bed and slept’ 
until midnight, when we awoke, and, 
after a lunch, saddled our horses and 
proceeded on our midnight journey to 
the House of the Sun. 

Onward and upward, step by step, 
foot by foot, our sleepy horses stumbled 
through the darkness. From Olinda to 
the top of the mountain I was told that 
the rise was one foot to every six, and I 
believe that the statement is correct. 
But few words were spoken. If we were 
inclined to yawn or doze in our saddles, 
our horses stumbling on some round 
stone awoke us. Hour after hour we 
pressed on; sometimes over a bleak 
mountain wild, sometimes through a 
forest of dead trees, blasted by the cold 
mountain winds. | 
‘ Before starting, Mr. Colville had fur- 
nished me with an overcoat and gloves, 
assuring me that I would need them. I 
donned them on leaving Olinda and 
now found my teeth chattering with the 
cold. I thought I would dismount and 
walk up the steep, but found after tak- 
ing a dozen steps that I could hardly 
breathe. ‘The atmosphere was so light 
that although our horses went on a 
walk they panted as if they had been 
running, and often we were compelled 
to halt and let them rest. My hat blew 
off and I dismounted to get it. The ex- 
ertion almost exhausted me. 

Our guide showed evidences of bewild- 
erment, and though he uttered not a 
word, we knew he was lost. Mountain 
gorge after mountain gorge was crossed, 
Sometimes we threaded our way along a 
narrow shelf of rock on the mountain 
side, with a chasm five hundred feet 
deep on one side, and a cliff fully as 
high on tho other. My horse’s foot 
struck a loose stone and sent it rolling 
to the awful depths’ below. 

At last the morning star arose, It 
looked double the size of a star. The 
purity of the atmosphere in this region 
would cortainly make it « desirable 
place for astronomical observations. We 
halted to allow our horses to rest, and 
talked almost in whispers. A white ob- 
ject appeared among the rocks and 
coarse shrubbery, It was a wild bull. 
Wild cattle, wild deer, and wild goats 
are common in the mountains of the 
Hawaiian Islands, At sight of us this 
one gave a snort and fled, 

Wo pressed on and soon reached the 
summit, tired, chilled and benumbed, 
boforo the first tints of rosy morn began 
to appear. Our horses were turned over 
to our guide, and I went into the stone 
house to build a fire, when one of my 
companions cried : 
“Tt's coming. 
hurry up.” 

Day had begun to dawn, and we ran, 
punting and stumbling, to the highest 
point of tho peak which overlooks tho 
yust crater, five miles in diameter. 
Right on the verge of that awful aby 
we paused. I seized a stone weighing 
perhaps twenty pounds and throw it 
over into the dark crater. We wanted

Parliament to pass legislation to en- 

force it. He declared in the name of 


the minority that the course pursued 
by the Government was unconstitu- 
-tional, weak and dangerous, (Liberal 
cheers.) He denied that the Govern- 
ment must act mechaniéally on this 
‘question, and said if such was the case 
then the granting to proviners of the 
control of education was a most fatal 
gift, as it Was a snare to entrap the 
provinces {nto humillation. (Hear, 
hear.) The m{nority claimed their con- 
‘science had been outraged. 

If this were so, then all would agree 
that justice should be done. but how 
jWas it to be known if the grievance 
was & real one without investigation 
ane enquiry? (Liberal cneers.) He 
denied that the facts of the case had 
been settled by the judgment of the 
Privy Council, and quoted the refer- 
ence to show that the facts were 4as- 
sumed, If the Government then bellev- 
ed the facts were as stated, why had 
they not sald so when time after time 
the were challenged in Parliament? 
He assailed the bill, because he was 
of the creed and nationality of the 
minority, They had a strong case and 
he did not want it sald that they had 
to carry it through, as was now pro- 
posed, on assumption of facts. (Iiber- 
al cheers.) He admitted the right of 
the minority to appeal to Parliament 
and to the power of Parliament to 
grant the relief asked for in the ap- 
peal, but contended that all the facts 
should be investigated, s0 as to give 
something for Parliament to act upon. 

By the course pursued the Government 
was putting itself into a false posi- 
. tion. 

Referring to Mer. Paquet’s words in 
favor of Catholic M.P.'s voting for 
the Remedial Bill, he said: Mgr. Pa- 
quet evidently had not read Mani- 
toba’s answer to the Remedial’ Order, 
€rom which he held that reference 
could be made, that if investigation 
showed the existence of a grievance, 
Manitoba itself would give the requi- 
site measure of relief. He declared all 
the facts set forth in the petition of 
the minority should be investigated, 
and said that even those in the House 
who opposed Separate schools on prin- 
ciple, would, if even a single claim of 
the minority that the compact with 
the Crown guaranteed them Separate 
schools was substantiated, support the 
measure of rellef. 

Methods of persuasion and concilia- 
tlon should have been adopted all, 
along. Even if Parliament had full 
proof of the existence of a grievance, 
what right, he asked, had it to pass 
this proposed remedy without having 
any knowledge of the local circum- 
stances and conditions? Knowledge of 
these was necessary in framing a mea- 
sure that would be of any yalue. The 
measure was a half-hearted one. It 
was to be administered by an outside 
Government. He questioned, under the 
clrcumstances, if the bill could be of 
any possible benefit to the minority, 
and asked if it would not have been 
far wiser to have appointed a commis- 
sion on which Manitoba should be re- 
presented and have whatever legisla- 
tion the commission deemed requisite 
administered from within and by a 
friendly Government. He took issue 
with those who claimed that Manitoba 
was not willing to do justice. They 
had never been approached in a pro- 
per spirit. The Government went to 
them with a club in hand. The policy 
of the Governmtnt had been wrong 
from first to last. Why had they ap- 
proached Manitoba in haughty spirit? 
Why, after the judgment of the Privy 
Council, did they not say to Manit>ba, 
“Do not compel us to exercise the power 
Privy Councll says we have?” Probably 
Manitoba would then have acted. Why 
did they not send an ambassador to 
Manitoba, not a few days ago as they 
had sent Sir Donald Smith but 12 
months ago? However, the Govern- 
ment was not even entitled to the last 
faint measure of credit, for Sir Charles 
Tupper had declared he was not sent 
by the Government, (Liberal cheers.) 
Investigation and conciliation were the 
only means by which the question 
could be dealt with rightly and set- 
tled. We had taken one stand from 
the beginning and he stood upon it 
still. (Cheers,) 

Adverting to the threatened influence 
of the Roman Catholic church against 
him, he said: “Sir, this is too grave a 
phase of this que tion for me to pass 
it by in silence, I have only this to 
say : Even though I have threats held 
over me, coming from high dignitarles 
in the church to which I belong, no 
word of bitterness shall ever pass my 
lips as against thet church, I respect 
and I love it. But, sir, I'am not of 
that school which has been long domi- 
nant in France and other countries 
of continental Europe, which refuses 
ecclesiastics the right of having. a 
voice in publie affairs. No; I am a 
Liberal of the English school. I be- 
lleve In that schoo! which hag all along 
claimed that it is the privilege of all 
subjects, whether high or low, whether 
rich or poor, whether eocclesiastic or 
laymen, to participate in the admints- 
tration of public affairs, to discuss, to 
influence, to persuade, to convince, but 
which has always denied, even to the 
highest, the right to dictate even to 
the lowest, (Liberal cheers.) 

“IT am here representing not Roman 
Catholics alone, but Protestants as well 
and I must give an account of my 
stewardship to all classes. (Renewed 
cheers.) Here am ¥,a Roman Catholic 
of French extraction, entrusted by the 
confidence of the men who sit around 
me, with great and {mportant duties 
under our constitutional system of 
Government. IT am here, the acknowl- 
edged leader of a great party, compos- 
ed of Roman Catholics and Protest- 
ante as well, in which Protestants 
must be in the majority in every par- 
ty. Am I to be told, I, occupying such

He 
held it was not the people of Manitoba 
that wanted to return to Separate 
Schools, many Catholics of the pro- | 
vince as well as Protestants being in 
favor of the present system. | 

Lhe recent elections in Quebec show- 

ed the people of Quebec were not inter- 
ested in forcing Separate schools on 
Manitoba.It was fhe hierarchy that was 
at work. If they succeeded in this they 
would not stop there but would con- 
Unue agitating with respect to the Ter- 
ritorleg and the other Provinces. Incl- 
déntally, he referred to the School Act 
passed by the Northwest Assembly, 
Which has never gone into effect be- 
cause the Governor had not signed it. 
He wag told it was through Arch- 
bishop Langevin that the measure was 
not signed. Proceeding, he held that 
regarding the claim that Catholics had 
treaty-rights previous to the admission 
of Manitoba into Confederation,the bill 
before the House would be of no bene- 
fit to the Catholcs and would only 
result in increasing religious animosi-. 
ties. He held the education provided 
in ecclesiastical schools was not prac- 
tical and that the system, wherever 
tried, had proved a failure. He then 
vent.on to show how the hierarchy 
constantly tried to force its views on 
the people in elections. He'read Arca- 
bishop Cameron's reference to ‘Hell- 
inspired hypocrites” and said he did 
not want to be called such though he 
had\opposed Separate schools.

The Report of the Department on Last 
Weur's Operations. 
-Hon John Haggart, in his annual re- 
port of the Department of Railways and 
Canals, for the year ended June 80th 
last, says the number of railways 1 
actual operation, including the two 
Government roads, the Intercolonial 
and the Prince Edward Island Railways, 
was 188, two short and unimportant 
roads having temporarily ceased opera- 
tions.

Hilasters of various kinds, soap plasters, 
painting locally with tincture of iodine. 
together with poullices and hot appli- 
cations when active inflammation ap- 
pears, form the bulk of the routine 
treatment. i 

When the bunion is discharging, stim- 
ulating ointments and dressings should 
be applied, and great care exercised lest 
the inflammation spread and ‘the foot 
become affected. 

In some cases the deformity can be 
corrected’ by mechanical methods, such 
as strapping and the like. .Sometimes 
a proper division of the contracted 
tendons will relieve deformity. 

Nitrate of silver solution, which is 
purchasable at any drug store, will 
often suffice to harden a tender skin 
and prevent irritation. 


Wryneck. 

True wryneck, so called, results from 
the Contraction of a muscle which con- 
nects the side of the head, just behind 
and below the ear, with the top of the 
breast-bone. / By the contraction of | 
this muscle the face is of course tilted 
to one side.

MANY NATIVE TROOPS. 


The army which defends India from 
the enemies of Great Britain numbers 
220,000 men, of whom 75,000 are British, 
and 145,000 native Indian troo; As 
phe atvislon of | ae ee into the

It will be observed that the native 
army, while very strong in cavalry, is 
extremely weak in artillery, a fact due 
to the lesson learned during the Indian 
mutiny. When that took place the na- 
nation could attack it by land, and 
tive army was five times as strong as 
the British army in India, and was com- 
rlete in all arms, horse, foot, and artil- 
ery, so that it was able to take the 
field against the British. Now such a 
thing would be impossible, for the na- 
tive army is practically without artil- 
lery, and is only complete as an army 
when joined to the British force. The 
quality of the native army is excellent, 
and when brigaded with British troops 
it may be relied on do efficient ser- 
vice in the field. 


EUROPEAN VOLUNTEER FORCE. 


There is in India a considerable vol- 
unteer force of Europeans, which would 
be extremely useful in manning the 
fortified places and preserving order in 
the cities if the regular army should be 
sent to the frontier to defend it against 
an invader. This force numbers 28,000 
men. The Indian native states, which 
are under British control, have armies 
numbering 350,000 men, which would 
be placed at the service of the British 
Government in the event of an invasion 
of India, Since 1888 4 portion of the 
natiye armies have been plated under 
British officers so as to be fit to take 
its place with the other native troops in 
the British service. , This contingent 
now numbers 20,000 men. Where are 
also 13,000 trained men of the reserve 
of the native army, and 170,000 native 
police, officered by Europeans, who are 
in fact soldiers, although nominally 
merely police. When all these figures 
are added together it will be seen that 
Great Britain has 450,000 men for the 
defence and preservation of order in 
India, without taking into account the 
troops of the native states, except the 
90,000 now under British officers, When 
the difficulties of an invasion from the 
north are taken into account, this force 
would seem to be quite sufficient to 
make India secure,

Tho Two Great Coffee Growing Dis- 
tricts. How Coffee is 
Grown. 


Coffee is said to be the hope of the Ha- 
waiian islands, as it will bring emi- 
grants of a class greatly desired. Many 
of the sugar plantations are of no ad- 
vantage to the country save for tho tax- 
es they pay. One of the largest sugar 
plantations in Hawaii is owned by non- 
residents. The manager and every 
white man on this plantation aro citi- 
zens of California, and every laborer is 
a Chinese or a Japanese. The planta- 
tion has its own store which all the em- 
ployees patronizo, so that, year by year, 
every dollar of the products of this plan- 
tation of twenty thousand acres is sent

ever been my lot to gee, Ono travel 

over miles and miles of blackened Bont 
and lava flow, most of it in this Conte 
of the Island being the rugged flow Pit 
ed by the natives “aa.”

The road here is through 
the lava, and straight as an air line 
railroad. Where there are trees the 
road is cut directly through them, and 
if there aro no trees the road is equally 
as discernible by the leveling down of 
the lava, which is piled up in a wall on 
either side. 

For hours at a time we wended our 
way up hilland down, the roadbed of- 
ten choked with great stones over which 
the tired horses. could hardly step.

Sugar plantations, it is claimed, must 
be conducted by large corporations; no 
small cane-grower has ever been found 
who could successfully conduct the 
business. But with coffeo it is different. 

From 
five to ten acres may be cultivated by 
one person, and a single crop has been 
known to yield $500 per acro.

ke, wic-ke!” and put the horses at a 
gallop. This was only for a short time, 
however, for there is not a strip ef good 
road fifty yards in length in all Kana, 
after you have left the sugar planta- 
tions, 

People in Hawaii seem to have no 
more idea of miles than they have of the 
cardinal points of thé compass, and that 
is nil. When we were half a day’s jour- 
ney from a village or plantation and I 
asked tho distance, the answer would 
be: '*Oh, it is too far!” If the place 
was only two or three miles away, the 
answer would be; *'Oh, it’s not too 
far.’ White men seem to have suc- 
cumbed to this custom of the natives. I 
asked a Norwegian the distance to Hoo- 
kenia, and he answered; 

“Pour hours,” 

** But how many miles?” I asked, 

‘“T don’t know,” he answered. ‘' We 


has a coffee plantation of forty acres, 
“with over one thousand trees to the acre, 
and his trees yield two pounds to the 
tree. The blight, and the fungus which 
is the result of the blight, has injured 
the trees to a considerable extent and 
at one time threatened the destruction 
of the industry, but it was discovered 
that by spraying young trees with resin 
water and potash, the blight could be 
destroyed. Then the ladybird was in- 
troduced, and has proven a destructive 
enemy to the blight. 

There is great rivalry between the 
Puna and Kana districts in coffee grow- 
ing. The latter is the older district, 
and claims to produce a superior article, 
and more to the acre. On the other 
hand Puna coffee-growers claim a bet- 
ter soil than Kana, and the work, so far 
as they have gone, is certainly promis- 
ing. Puna district is, to a great extent, 
a wild, unexplored region on the great 
island} of Hawaii, and has but two 
thousand inhabitants, most of whom are 
natives living in their aboriginal style 
in grass huts. ‘The district iscapable of 
supporting in comfort and prosperity 
one hundred thousand people, as it has 
been discovered that in these Islands 
one acre of good land will support eight 
people, ‘The Puna district is about ten 
miles wide and fifty long, so one can un- 
derstand what an enormous population 
it is capable of sustaining. Puna, like 
most of Hawaii, is very rocky and ster- 
ile. he northern part is covered with 
a dense lauhala forest, and is very thin- 
ly inhabited. 

This district is covered with ancient 
lava flows. The only flow of recent 
date is that of 1840, which flowed under 
ground for many miles, and then burst 
forth in the woods and went down to 
the sea, overwhelming « small village 
in its course. In the course of this flow 
may be found lava vases and trees made 
by tha hot tide rushing like an ava- 
lanche down the mountain side, and 
striking a tree with such force as to 
splash the molten laya up one side, 
sometimes to the height of a hundred 
feet, where it cooled and hardened, and, 
after the wood burned out in the center, 
it left a lava tree, 

There is something remarkable about 
the fortility of Hawaiian soil. Lava 
flows ave soon covered with ferns, which 
are great fortilizers, Then follows a 
dense growth of forest vines and thick 
ets, forming an impenetrable jungle, so 
that one is compelled to cut his way 
through. ” 

Deep, unfathomable chasms and cay- 
erna are quite abundant in Puna, Some 
of these caverns oxtend miles under- 
ground with many branches leading off 
fvom the main entrance. It is not safo 
to venture into a cayo without a compe- 
tent guide,

At Hookenia I met several coffee- 
growers. 

“You mant to know sumthin’ about 
coffee, do you?” said a man in linen 
ulster and broad brimmed Panama hat. 

‘Yes, I have come all the way to 
Kana to see the celebrated Kana coffee, 
which is said to be the best in the 
world.” 

‘Let me tell yer sumthin’, young 
man,” the gentleman said, advancing to 
me and laying his h'and on my should- 
er. ‘'T have the only coffee plantation 
on the island.” He had the air of a 
millionare of vast importance. as he 
stood with his hands in his pockets and 
a look of superiority on his face. 

‘ How large a plantation have you?” 
T asked. 

‘Well, I have four acres of bearing 
trees,” he answered, ‘but I am going 
to plant forty more.” 

Hookenia is on the coast, and back of 
it is a great forest in which wild coffee 
trees are growing. hese wild coffee 
trees are valuable, as they have been 
known to yield three pounds of coffee to 
the tree. ‘Two miles and « half from 
Hookenia by the Mauka road one comes 
upon the Morgan and MeStocher plan- 
tation, which, though it has only forty 
acres in coffee, yields twenty thousand 
dollars worth per annum. 

Though it was late in December when 
I rode up to the manager's house and 
dismounted, the day was as hot as one 
in Augustin the temperate zone. Mr, 
J. M. Davis. the owner of the planta- 
tion, was reclining on the piazza in his 
shirt sloeves in 2 steamer chair, 4 

‘So you have come to Jook at my 
coffee, have you?” he said, starting to 
his feot at my approach, * Well, come 
in and haye a cool dyink. This delight- 
ful weather must be a little hard on you 
northerners until you get used to it, I 
ama New Yorker myself, but I think 
this the healthiest country in the 
world." 

After a fow minutes’ reat wo took a 
stroll through the coffee trees, and then 
went to the mill and Jooked into a great 
box in which several thousand pounds 
of coffee had been put. "By the next 
steamer we ship one hundred and fifty 
bags,” said Mir. Davis. 

After leaving this plantation the road 
for miles led through a forest of wild 
coffee, ferns, and ohia trees. ‘Thousands 
of Japanese wero busy gathering coffee, 
and piles of bags of freshly-picked bor- 
ries were lying at every mile, ‘There 
was coffee everywhere, until it soomed 
as if there was cnough to supply the 
world.

Potato Growing. 

“If I were to have my choice of land 
would choose a sandy { 
sod to be plowed | 
under. Of course we cannot all have} 
this, but we can nearly all have the 
clover sod. The ground should be well 
plowed, about seven or eight inches 
deep the long way of the field, and} 
avoid all dead furrows if you can,’ 
says a writer. “I do not want fall 
or early spring plowing, as the ground 
offen becomes so hard that potatoes do 
not do so well. Potatoes want a deep 
loose mellow soil. I never use a roller 
on my potato ground, but aim to work 
it so as not to pack it any more than 
possible, Ido not plow my ground until 
nearly time to plant, on account of its 
being a clay loam that bakes and runs 
together. Ona sandy soil this would | 
not be the case, and fall plowing would 
be all right, 

"I think of making a plank clod 
crusher to use in preparing our potato 
ground. I shall get two sixteen-foot 
planks one foot wide and two inches 
thick; saw them in two in the middle 
and lap them as you do siding to a 
house, only let them lap about four 
inches, and then put small harrow teeth 
through so they will reach through 
about four inches. I shall set the teeth 
slanting back about twenty degrees. 
These teeth will be so set that each 
one will cut independent of the other.

With a view of describing as nearly as

It 
is not likely that sires of this size and 
quality will be within reach of our 
readers, It is a good thing, however, 
to have an ideal before the mind, and 
approximate it as Closely as possible. 

The selection of the sire, however, is 
not the only thing. Many colts that are 
well bred fail of their natural devel- 
opment through want of feed. It re- 
quires good feeding, especially in the 
earlier years, and grazing on good, rich 
land to produce even fairly good draft 
horses. ‘The heaviest draft horses of 
England are produced on the fens and 
in the richer valleys. The fens are 
lands which have been reclaimed from 
the sea by dikes and are os black in 
color of soil as an Lowa prairie, and are 
fertilized by mar}, which is found under 
the peat, which underlies the surface 
of the fens. The lighter soils produce 
a smaller draft horse with lighter 
bones, but of better quality im propor- 
tion to their size, There is no danger 
of our getting our draft horses too 
large, provided they are low down,

ELECTRIC SHOCK VICTIMS. 


Best Formula for the Treatment of Per- 
sons Struck Down By the Electric 
Current, 


One of the contingencies of modern 
civilization which is almost entirely 
new and is wholly dependént upon the 
development of modern industry is the 
treatment of accidents from electric 
shock, The matter, says the Medical 
Record, has been discussed quite thor- 
oughly by physicians in this country, 
but it has been worked out perhapsmore 
systematically by Dr. D'Arsonva) of 
Paris, who has recently made a report 
to the Academie de Medecine, of Paris, 
upon the method of treating persons 
injured by electrical shocks. D’Arson- 
val gtates that electricity causes death 
sometimes directly by the disruptive 
and electrolytic effects of the charge 
on the tissues, This death is final. 
It sometimes, however, causes death 
indirectly by arrest of respiration and 
syncope, caused by stimulation of the 
nervye-centers. Under these tircum- 
stances a person may be revived if 
proper measures are applied. rel 

The formula for reviving the victim 
of electric shock is this: ‘Ihe person so 
disabled should be treated like one 
drowned ; in other words, he should be 
laid upon the back, and artificial res- 
piration performed in the way that is 
ordinarily described. Some further 
practical advice, however, is given to 
those who are culled at once to the 
scene of the accident and at the time 
when the person is perhaps still in con- 
tact with the wires, Of course, the first 
thing to be done is to stop the current 
or break the contact. In dofng the lat- 
ter, one should not touch the victim on 
the face or hands or any naked part of 
the body. It is better to lift him by 
the coattails or throw a blanket over 
him and pull him by this. Nothing that 
is wet should be thrown upon him, and 
if the clothes are wet the hands should 
not be put in contact with them. A 
piece of dry wood can be placed under 
the body and he can then be lifted. The 
further treatment of the case is the 
familiar one applied in attempting to 
restore the drowned. The arms are 
worked, and the tongue is kept drawn 
out; the body may sometimes be rubbed 
thoroughly with a cloth or brush in 


blood. Oxygen and perhaps a stimu- 
lant may be employed.

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WAR SHIPS TO BE BUILT.| 


FIVE MEN-OF-WAR AND THIRTEEN 
CRUISERS. 

The British Naval Estimates—An Expendl- 
ture of Nearly £22,000,000—The Exche- 
quer Will Bear It—Guns ond Docks at 
Gibraltar Provided '. | 

A despatch from London says:—In 
the House of Commons on Monday Mr. 

George J. Goschen, First Lord of the 

Admiralty, presented the navy esti- 

mates. He said that the proposed in- 

crease in the naval expenditures was 
not due to any feeling of alarm, More 
ships meant more men, and these could 
be got. The Government proposed an 
incre of £850,000 for guns and docks 
at Gibraltar, It had decided to build 
three docks instead of one. ‘The cost 
of the new works was estimated at 
£2,500,000, in addition to the £301,000} 
already alloted for the new dock there. 

Summing up the demands of the Goyern- 

ment, Mr. Goschen said it was proposed 

to raise the nayal works bill from 
the £8,500,000 proposed by the last 

Government to £14,000,000, which would 

be the amount of the Government bill. 

Continuing, he said that these might 

seem large figures, but the Chancellor 

of the Exchequer authorized him to 
state that the exchequer could supply 
the money. It was proposed to add to 

the navy five battleships like the im- 

proved Renown, four first- S$ cruis- 

ers, three second-class cruisers, six 
third-class cruisers and 28 torpedo boat 
destroyers. The total estimates were 

£21,822,000, against £18,701,000 for 1895- 

6. The Ministers believed that they had

TO MAKE BOILER FUR FLY. 


Little Device to Accomplish That and Also 
Soften Water. 


One of the latest devices that has 
come into play in England is a curious 
contrivance for softening water and 


preventing the growth of “fur” in ket- 
tles and boilers. . It is called the: ‘‘octo- 
pus,” and considering what it accom- 
uae it is such an exceedingly simple 
ittle Sopra ts as to seem something 
of a wonder. It is briefly nothing but a 
small metallic disk surrounded by a cir- 
cular mass of vegetable fibre. _ 

The principle that governs it is simple, 
“Fur,” so called, is that yellow sub- 
stance that lines old kettles and is of- 
ten to be found in lumps at the bottom. 
Hitherto the only method of getting rid 
of this was to chip off the excrescences 
that kept continually increasing. This 
chipping naturally weakened the boiler 
or kettle, and after a time made it unfit 
for service, ‘Fur’ has even worse ef- 
fects than this, for it sometimes leads 
to the bursting of boilers by blocking 
up the pipes. . ‘ 7 
_ The new invention, a tiny little affair, 
is slipped into the vessel, and some un- 
known power ofattractionin the veget- 
able fibres draws off all the fur from 
i inner surface of the metal to it- 
self. 
It turns as well, by the same power of 
attraction that lies within its fibres, 
hard water into soft by drawing unto 
itself the magnesia and carbonate of 
cooking purposes, and eopecinlly, for 
making tea. Not only that, the chem- 
icals spoken of prove after a while in- 
jurious to the human system, and in 
certain cases make necessary the pain- 
fur operations of lithotomy and litho 
trity.

The highest quality in our dairy pro- 
ducts can only be maintained by every 
one connected Frith the trade doing his 
y best. The patron or the man who 
pplies the milk must recognize the im- 
nt duties he has to perform in car- 
ng for his cows and in preserving the 
milk in thé best possible condition for 
cheese and butter making. There are 
difficulties during the summer, due to 
‘scareity of good water and succulent 
xls, which militate against the pro- 
duction of a fine article, which can be 
largely overcome by a little care and 
orethought. : 
Then there must be uniformity of 
uality throughout, and every cheese 
d package of butter sent to Great 
Britain from here should be of such a 
quality as will improve our present high 
“reputation and cause an increased de- 
mand for our goods.

The Sun’s Distance. 


Woe compro it with railway journeys, 
and find that the Empire State xpress 
on its schedule of sixty miles an hour, 
would occupy 174 years upon the tr 
running day and night, without 


a 
single stop or slackening of speed; and 


the fare, at even the lowest excursion 
rate of only one cent a mile, would be 
nearly a million of dollars, If sound 
could travel through the celestial spaces 
at the same velocity as in our air, it 
would require fourteen years for the 
boom of one of the great explosions, 
which sometimes occur upon the sun, to 
reach us. If some electric cable could 
be stretched between the earth and sun, 
capable of transmitting its telegraphic 
signals at the rate of thirty thousand 
miles a second—a speed never yet at- 
tained in terrestrial _telography —it 
would be nearly an hour before the 
touch of the key at one end of the line 
would report itself at the other. Swift 
light itself, darting 186,880 miles each 
second, is eight minutes and a third up- 
on the-way. 

It is a tremendous distance; and yet 
across the abyss the sun. exerts its 
power upon the earth, and controls the 
motion of her huge massjas she whirls 
along her orbit nearly twenty miles a 
second (more than forty times as swift- 
ly as a cannon-ball), holding her to her 
course by bonds of attraction, invisible 
and impalpable indeed, but in strength 
equivalent to the breaking strain of 
ropes of steel attached to every square 
inch of her surface. Stated in cold 
figures the nfutual attraction between 
the sun and earth is an unceasing pull 
of 860,000 millions of millions of tons. 
And across the yawning gulf the sun 
pours the streams of radiance which we 
call light and heat, supplying all the 
energy which operates upon the surface 
of our globe. By sun-power the winds 
blow, and the waters run, engines drive 
their wheels—nay, even plants and 
animals grow, and move, and perform 
thoir varied functions only by means of 
the energy brought them in the solar 
rays. We cannot undertake at this 
time to follow out its protean transfor- 
mations, and justify such) statements ;

ONTARIO LAW MAKER 


THURSDAY, 

A number of bills were road a first 
time, the only one of Importance being 
Mr, Harcourt's bill amending the Acta 
respecting tho registration of births, 
marriages and doaths 

Mr. Crawford then moved hin rosolu- 
tion, which ran as follows:—‘' That the 
Logialative Assombly of the Provinco of 
Ontario feel deep incorest in all that con- 
corns the well-boie of every part of the 
Dominion of Canuua. 

“That the people of this province, be- 
Neving in the principle of provincial 
rights, rojolco that thaw Judiea: om- 
mictea of the Privy Council of Great 
Britain declared that tue Leesiaturo of 
the Provinos of Manitoba act within 
thelr judicial right® in abolishing tho 
dual systom of schools, and ostablishing 
a single national syaiem of education in 
Heu thereof, In the Proyinoo of ‘Manitoba. 

“That we regard the lJegisiation now 
being contemplated by the Dominion 
Government, known as tho Remedial bill, 
of which fs to abolish the 
national systum of Manitoba and restore 
the old dual system in its places, unfavor- 
ably. 

“That this Legislature cannot but look 
upon the legislation whivh ts Loiaz pro- 
moted at Ottawa as un ultack upon the 
logislative rights of a sister province, and 
asa measure fraught with grave dangor 
to the peace and prosperity of Confedera- 
tion, and consequenly wo hope, even yet, 
that the Dominion Goyerninonu will de- 
olde to abandon the course it is at present 
following, and leaye Manitoba to manage 
her own cducational attuirs in tho way 
that sevms best to the people of that 
province,’’ 

Sir Oliver Mowat moved the following 
amendment: 

“That by the British North America 
Act the mattor of education (subject to 
certain provisions therein speolf{icd) be- 
longs to the Provinojal Legislatures and 
not to the Dominion Parliament. 

“That the Act of the Manitoba Legis- 
lature dbolishing Separate Schools has 
been declared by the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council to be within tho 
authority of the said Legislature, and 
therefore, in point of law, a valid Act. 

“That tho said Judicial Committeo has 
further decided that the provisions of the 
raid Act deprive the Roman Catholic 
minority of ‘affected rights or privileges 
in relation to education,’ in & manner 
which constitutes, in the language of the 
judgment, a logitimnato ground of com- 
plaint, which should be removed by sup- 
plemental provisions, which would re- 
move the grievance. 

“That, while probably the great major- 
ity of the people of Ontario do not favor 
Separate Schools, yet they haye always 
recognized the constitutional duty of 
giving effect to provincial legislation,and 
otherwise, to the provision of tho con- 
stitution on the subject. ’ 

“That it will bo extremely unfortunate 
if the remedy for tho alleged grievanve 
in Manitoba is to be accomplished by the 
action of the Dominion Parliament in- 
stoad of thy Manitoba Legislature. 

“That in the judgment of this House 
remedial legislation by the Dominion is 
only to be thought of, if atall, asa last 
resort. 

“Phat the Legislature of Manitoba has 
protested against the hasty action which 
is proposed by the Dominion Govorn- 
men, has asked for « thorough inyestiga- 
tion by Dominion authority of; sll the 
facts beariny, or believedto bear on the 
subject, before any action is taken, and 
has declared ‘that in amending the law 
from time to time, and in administering 
the system, itis their earnest desire to 
remedy covery well-founded eyil, and to 
remove every appearance of inequality or 
Injustico which may be brought to 

‘notice,’ and has stated that ‘with the 
view of doing so the Goyornmont and tho 
Legislature will always be ready to con- 
sider any complaint that may be made 
in a spirit of fairness and conciliation.’ 

“In ,viow of these statements, the 
House 4s of the opinion that the proposal 
of remedial legislation by the Dominion 
should not be entertelned antil after the 
request of the Manitoba Logislature for a 
thorough investigation on the part of the 
Dominion of all the facts is acted upon, 
and all reasonable and proper efforts for 
conciliation have been made and have 
failed. 

“That no more delicate matter can be 
dealt with hy the Federal Government or 
the Legislature than the mattor of Separ- 
ate Schools during a period of excitement 
upon the subject. 

“That !t is in the common interest 
snes {t should not be dealt with hastily; 
an < 

“That basty action by the Dominion 
Parliament is, in the judgment of this 
House, fraught with great danger to the 
best interests of tho Dominion as a whole, 
including the interests of the Ronfan 
Catholic minority, for whose benefit the 
proposed remodial logislation is  de- 
signed.’ 

After a lengthy discunsslon in which 
Mossrs, Howland, Fraser, German, Hag- 
gerty and Whitney took part, Mr, 
Mowat’s amendment was carried by the 
following vote—tho first division of tho 
Bossion;

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LAND TITLES ACT. 


Three New Trules Passed by the Govern- | 
ment, 

An order iu Council has been pnaseu 
by tho Ontario Govyernmont providing 
threo additional rules, to be kiown as 
Nos. 81, 82 god 88, under the Land 
Vitles Act. No) 81 enacts twat the words, 
“and a certificate of one of his counsel or 
solicitors’? are to be struck out of rule 3, 
sub-section 6 of the Land Litles Act of 
1890, und rule 6 of tho sald rules is to 
be repoalcd, 

Rulo 82 provides that whero property 
does not oxceod $3,000 in vaiie a cercain 
numbor of printed or typs-written yener- 
al notices may be postud conspicucusly 
upon tho property, and « copy mailed vy 
rogistered letter to the occupant of each 
contiguous occupied property or left at 
his residence, in hou of advertisement. It 
further provides that where several per- 
sons bolonging to the same family occupy 
any property, the head of the family tor 
the time being shall bo deemed the oc- 
cupant. 3 

Rule 88 provides the following scale of 
tecs chargeable for first registration under 
the tarlif established by the rule of 1890: 
—Where the yalue of the :property does 
not exceed $1,000, $2.50 where the title is 
possessory, $4 where the title is absolute 
or qnalitied and the number of instru- 
monts required to be examined exceeds 
ton; whore tho yalue is from $1,000 to 
$2,000, $3, $5 and $9 respoctively; from 
$2,000 to $4,000, $4, $5 and §12 re- 
spoctiyely; from $4,060 to $10,000, $5, 
$10 and $20 respectively; frem $10,000 to 
$20,600, $6, $12 and $25 respectively; 
from $20,000 to $40,000, $7, $15 and $80 

espectively; from $40,000 to $50,000, 
8, $20 and $40 respectively; from $50,000 
upwards $8, $20 and $50 respectively. 

Ic is further provided that where oral 
depositions have to be taken, or notices 
served upon persons appearing to have 
adverso claims, or where there is a con- 
test, the fees provided by the tariff in 
respect of such matters shall also be 
charged. Disbursements for postages 
and for the registration of certificates in 
the registry oflice shall likewise be pay- 
tale by the applicant. Further, in case 
two or more distinct properties are em- 
braced in the samo application fees shall 
be payable as if the registration of such 
property had beon applied for separately.

Disputed Accounts Arbitration. 


Montreal, March 9.—The Dominion 
and Provincial Arbitration Board met to- 
day in Montreal to further prosecute the 
unsettled accounts investigation. The 
Board of Arbitrators consisted of Hon 
Chancellor Boyd, Hon. Mr. Justice Bur- 
bidge and Sir Louis Napoleon Casault. 
Mr. W. D. Hogg, Q.C., assisted by Mr. 
Dickieson, Dominion Bookkeeper, repre- 
sented the Dominion. Mr. Aemelius Iry- 
ing,Q.C.,and Mr.J. M, Clark represented 
the Provinces of Ontario. Hon. Mr. Har- 
court, Provincial Treasurer; Hon. A M, 
Ross, ex-Provincial Treasurer, and Mr. 
Forsyth were also present in the interests 
of Ontario, The Hon, J. 5S.

CAN WALK, SWIM OR FLY. 
Real “Missing Link” Just Found in a 
South American Forest. 

A strange bird recently found in 
British Guiana, South America, is the 
only vouched for survivor of a hitherto 
supposed extinct race. Several of them 
are known among the fossil races, and 
are called, by natural historians, opis- 
thocomuscristatus. This particular spe- 
cies is called the crested hoatzin, and 
the records of the Smithsonian Insti- 

tution stand sponsor for it. 

“The young hoatzins have, 
hatched,” says the institute 
“four well-developed legs, the fre 
being somewhat of a reptilian

IMMENSE ANIMALS. 
Not Known to Zeologtats, Supposed To 
EXtat In the Antarctic Keglons, 

There is every reason to believe that 
the Antarctic continent, certain evid- 
ences of the existence of which have but 
recently been discovered, is considerab- 
ly larger than Europe in area. It con- 
tains more than 8,000,000 square miles. 
Mr. C. E. Borchgrevink, who has journ- 
eyed well into this region, and has ob- 
served it carefully, declares that it con- 
tains some large and fierce carnivorous 
animals at present unknown to science. 
Tt will be remembered that neither the 
polar bear nor any other larger carniv- 
erous land animal has been found in 
Antarctic latitudes. Mr. Borchgrevink, 
however, thinks that he has discovered 
traces of some such creatures, from the 
curious wounds observed on the backs 
of a number of seals.

The President, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report said:— 

In considering the report, sharehold- 
ers should bear in mind that the year 
with which it deals has been, in many 
respects, a remarkable one inour busi- 
ness, It will be remembered by those 
connected with fire and marine under- 
writing in this country as a year 
which brought with it disasters of an 
exceptional character—heavy losses up- 
on classes of business regarded as the 
most desirable—and, therefore, as.one 
which was generally disappointing in 
its results to insurance companies. Un- 
der these circumstances, I feel that we 
may claim that thére is more matter 
for congratulation in the balance- 
sheet now before you than there has 
been in many of the annual statements 
we have had the honor of presenting to 
shareholders, in which, under more fa- 
vorable conditions, our revenue ac- 
count exhibited a much more substan- 
tial balance of income over expenditure 
than is shown as the outcome of our 
transactions for 1895. 


The serious fires in the early part of 
the year in this city, involving an 
aggregate loss of some two million 
dollars, are, no doubt, fresh in the 
minds of shareholders. The ‘Western’ 
was called upon to pay to its policy- 
holders in these disasters $102,500, about 
one-half of which, however, was coy- 
ered by reinsurance in other com- 
panies. Closely following these came 
other fires of exceptional magnitude, to 
which I need not refer in detail, but I 
may say that, on the whole, the com- 
pany never experienced a more unfavor- 
ablé opening in any year than its fire 
records show for the first three months 
of 1895. The ultimate profit shown on 
our fire business at the end of the year 
was, therefore, as gratifying to us as it 
was reassuring to the theories we have 
entertained based on the doctrine of 
average. It will be of interest to 
shareholders to know that we regard 
the existing arrangement for the joint 
management and supervision of the 
United States branches of this com- 
pany and those of the British America 
Assurance Company as contributing in 
no small measure to this favorable re- 
sult. This arrangement, as will readily 
be understood, enables the companies 
to provide for a more thorough in- 
spection of their risks,and a more effi- 
client oversight of their agencies than 
could be secured, without undue ex- 
pense, by either company independent- 
ly; and, as intimated in the report, it 
is to the profits from our fire agencies 
in the United States that we have had 
to look in the past year to make up our 
losses in other departments, In some 
previous years, it will be remembered, 
our experience has been the reverse of 
this, and these varying results im dif- 
ferent fields go to confirm the wisdom 
of the policy of extending, as widely 
as possiblé, with proper provision for 
local supervision, the operations of 
companies engaged in the business of 
fire insurance, and enabling them thus 
to distribute over a wide area the bur- 
den of conflagrations, such as exper- 
ience has shown us may occur at any 
time and at any place where large val- 
ues are concentrated. It is, I may say, 
the recognition of the vital importance 
of this principle—and the conduct of 
the business upon these lines—that en- 
ables the British, American and Can- 
adian companies, operating throughout 
this continent, to offer property-hold- 
ers a guarantee of indemnity from loss 
by such disasters; and I will say fur- 
ther, that it is the absence of facility 
for the application of this essential 
principle of insurance, namely, a wide 
distribution of risks of moderate am- 
ount, that must be fatal to any scheme 
for municipalities assuming the fire 
risks upon the property of their citi- 
zens, ag it has been suggested they 
should do by some ardent social re- 
formers, who appear to lose sight of 
the fact that investors will look for 
larger returns in the way of interest 
on municipal bonds, if they are called 
upon to assume greater risks than are 
undertaken by the shareholders of an 
insurance company. In making this 
reference, I wish it to be understood 
that I speak as one more largely in- 
terested in the debentures of the City 
of Toronto, and the general credit of

Hawaiian Holidays and How They 
are Observed. 


The Hawaiian holidays are twelve in 
number, and are a strange mingling of 
American, European and Asiatie civil 
and religious observances. January Ist 
is a holiday, being New Year's | 
January 17th is a holiday, in celebra- 
tion of the downfall of monarchy; Peb- 
ruary 12th is Chinese New Year; March 
17th, Kamehameha III's birthday ; 
Good Friday; May 24th, birthday of 
Queen Victoria; May 8%th, Decoration 
Day; June 11th, Kamehameha Day; 
July 4th, Birthday of the Republic and 
American Independence; Thanksgiy- 
ing and Christmas, If all holidays are 
kept as Christmas, the Hawaiians will 
not soon forget the several events they 
celebratg. 

T left Kailaua on December 23, 1895, 
on the Inter-Island Steamer W. G. 
Hall, for Honolulu, and was surprised 
to find the steamer crowded with peo- 
ple of wll possible shades of complexion 
and stations in life, all bound for Hono- 
lulu to spend the holidays. The school- 
teacher from Hawaii, the clerk and 
plantation manager from Maui. all 
boarded the Hall for the capital city. 
Quite a gay party of fair and dark la- 
dies and gentlemen were assembled on 
the deck of the steamer as she plied the 
waters, and guitars and banjos were 
brought out, singing and instrumental 
rousic being the order until a late hour. 

By daylight on the 24th we were at 
the dock in Honolulu, The day was as 
warm as one in July. Men went about 
in white duck suits and straw hats, 
many of the natives were bare-footed, 
and, so far as the weather was concern- 
ed, there was no indication whatever of 
Christmas. But the shops displayed 
the usual amount of Christmas toys, 
the churches were decorated with 
Christmas trees, and it only lacked cold 
weather and winter garb to make one 
sure it was Christmas indeed. 

When evening came on I walked out 
on the streets and found them all bril- 
liantly lighted up, and the shop men 
doing a thriving business. Fort Street 
and Hotel Street, and other principal 
streets, were thronged with men, wo- 
men and children so that one could 
scarcely squeezo his way through, It 
almost reminded me of Fourteenth and 
Twonty-third streets, New York, dur- 
ing the holiday trade. 

Shop windows were filled with toys, 
trinkets and holiday presents, some dis- 
played with the most excellentytaste. 
Articles of bright colors seemed to at- 
tract the natives most. The Hawaiian 
loves the beautiful, the gaudy, the bril- 
liant. He does not always display the 
most approved of tastes in the selection 
of colors, for blue and pink, red and 
yellow are liable to be mingled promis- 
cuously in the makeup of his or her 
dress, a 
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tations in Japanese and English by sev- 
eral little boys. H. Nakano, a boy not 
over twelve or fourteen years of age, de- 
livered an address in English to’ the 
Ame ins present, which might have 
lone credit to one much more advanced 
in years, 
After the benediction came the pres- 
entation of gifts. This was novel,amus- 
ing and expensive to a congregation as 
small and poor as the Japanese, as in 
addition to the special gifts on the 
Christmas tree for individual friends, 
they provided gifts for visitors and all, 
and the house was well crowded with 
visitors, The pastor of the church, Rev. 
H, Kihara, delivered an address to his 
people in Japanese, and he was followed 
by Rev. H. W. Peck, of the Methodist 
Church. Then four young Japanese 
went through the audience and distrib- 
uted little rolls of paper about the size 
of a pipe-stem. When unrolled each 
paper was found to havea number on it, 
there being a corresponding number on 
each package brought for distribution. 
Some of the presents were quite costly 
and others choap, The calling off of 
numbers of packages and distribution of 
presents caused quite a little flutter of 
excitement, as there was considetfable 
incongruity in the directions they went, 
many, grown men drawing tin horns 
or sawing baskets, while some ladies re- 
ceived cavalry spurs. My prize was a 
set of doll dishes, while Mrs, Jenkins, 
from New York, who was on her way 
on a missionary tour to Japan, drew a 
boy’s sword. I asked her if she propos- 
ed to take Japan with the sword in the’ 
way Mahomet established his faith. 
Hawaii is truly a missionary coun- 
try. The influence of the missionay is 
felt on the streets, in the stores, shops, 
and offices. As a conséquence Christ- 
mas is a holiday almost as sacredly kept 
as the Sabbath, and I have never been 
in any land where the Sabbath was so 
sacredly observed. Honolulu has sa- 
loons, but there is little visible drunken- 
ness. I don’t remember having seen 
any man under the influence of liquor, 
except a few sailors. The enemies of 
the present governmont contemptuous- 
ly call it the '* missionary government,” 
because most of the officials and heads 
of departments are the sons of mission- 
aries. \

An incident attracted my attention 
which will illustrate what it is to be in 
a tropical country during the Christmas 
holidays. I saw a great throng of \jna- 
tives gathered in front of a confection- 
ery shop on Fort street, who seemed to 
be greatly excited and talking rapidly 
in/their ative language, the object 
which was attracting their attention be- 
ing evidently on the sidewalk. One put 
his finger forward as if to touch some 
object and suddenly jerked it away 
again as if the creature was alive and 
had bitten him, I pressed forward to 
get a glimpse of the Wonder und it proy- 
ed to be—a large square cake of ice. 
That ice attracted more attention than 
anything on exhibition thatevening. In 
the center of it was frozen some Cali- 
fornia fruit, and the natives stood 
around it, occasionally touching it with 
their fingers, until it melted entirely 
away, which was late in the night. 

Christmas was celebrated here more 
aw Fourth of July than Christmas. The 
Kanaka boy does not know how tocele- 
brate if he cannot make a noise, and 
fire-crackers are his heart's delight. He 
discharges them by the bunch in imita- 
tion of the Chinese, and not singly as 
the American boy does,» All night long 
on Christmas Eyé tho ffre-crackers were 
popping, and they continued during all 
the next day. There were services in 
all the churches and Sunday-schools 
similar to such services in the United 
States on Christmas Day. ‘The native 
churches had their Christmas trees, the 
different American and the European 
churches their trees and appropriate 
ceremonies. ‘The Chinese and Japanese 
Christian churches, in imitation of their 
white brothers, also had Christinas treea 
and devotional services. 

I attended the Japanese M.. Church 
Christmas tree. ‘The hall in which the 
services weve conducted was beautiful- 
}ly decorated with a large forn treo in 
one corner, ornamented with candles 
and tinsel paper, and loaded with pretty

via Montreal, has spent over $200,000 in 
surveys and preliminary work, and 
owns the patents on the great Dutton 
pneumatic locks, the first of which -is 
now going in at Lockport, on the Erie 


canal, to take the place in one lift of all 
the locks at that point. The object of 
the company is to make an ample ship 
route from the Great Lakes to New 

- York city, and prevent a further diver-

ELEPHANTS KILLED FOR IVORY. 


Seventy-five Thousand Killed Annanlly to 
Supply the World's Markets. 

One-fifth of the world’s commerce in 
ivory comes to Great Britain, and it will 
astonish most people to learn that 15,- 
000 elephants have to be killed every 
year to keep her markets supplied with 
the precious substance, Altogether, to 
keep the whole world in ivory—apart 
from fossil tuske—75,000 elephants are 
slaughtered annually. 

Africa is the great ivory country; 
and in the Congo basin, the best hunt- 
ing ground, there are supposed to be 
about 209,000 elephants, worth altogeth- 
er about half a million sterling. The 
ByenneS weight of ivory obtained from 
a single elephant is about fifty pounds. 
Tusks weighing about a hundred pounds 
each have been procured, but this is 
very rare. 

The most expensive tusks are those 
used in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; pay cost, as a rule, £110a hun- 
dred-weight. , 

Ivory dust and shavings are used by 
confectioners to stiffen the more ex-~ 
pensive kinds of jellies. The scrapings 
are often burnt and made into a paint 
known es “ivory black," worth about 
£20 a ton. 4 ;

Tt is extremely interesting at the 
present moment, to inquire as to who 
ani what the Boers really are, and 
whence comes this heroic and stubborn 
defense of their rights which has ex- 
alted those South African agriculturists 
After the 
revocation of the Edict of Nantes by 
Louis XIV., numbers of Huguenots in 
1688 left France and settled in Cape 
Colony under the Dutch, who then had 
possession of it, which Government at 
that time denied the very privileges to 
the Huguenots that their descendants 
and those of the Dutch have until re- 
cently denied the Johannesburgers, 
Which has led to this unfortunate revolt 
against the Government of the ‘Trans- 
vaal, as in) the eighteenth century 
led to the French exodus from Cape 
Colony. 

Two centuries ago, when the Hugue- 
nots in Cape Colony presented a_peti- 
tion to the Governor for electoral rights, 
Van der Stell was enraged, and. dis- 
missed them witha severe reprimand, 
“to restrain their French impertinen- 
ces," which had a parallel in Pretoria 
lately, when some reasonable appeal for 
representation by the Uitlander was 
“received with jeers’ by the members 
of the Raadzaal. In 1709 the use of 


on official matters was publicly for- 
bidden. In 1724 the Church service in 
French was permitted for the last time, 
and seventy years after the arrival of 
the Huguenots in South Africa their 
children ceased to speak French entire- 
When the settlers could no longer 
endure the tyranny of the Dutch, they 
“trekked,” or tracked, into the interior, 
and it is, therefore, quite as likely that 
the Dutch-speaking [Frenchmen are 
more entitled to be called the owners 
of the ‘l'ransyaal than the Dutch them- 
selves—that is,“if we consider, as civil- 
ized nations do, that the original na 
tive has no territorial rights whatso- 
ever. 

If the original Huguenots have been 
deprived of their language, they have 
not been deprived of their names, and 
those we find all through South Africa: 
Du Plessis, Malherbe, Kosseau, louche, 
De Villiers, Du Toit, Manlan, arais, 
Jourdan, Mesnard, Du Pre, Notier, Le 
Febre, Cordier, Retief, Le Roux, There- 
on, Hugo, Le Grange, and dozens of | 
others. What are the names they gave 
to homes they established if not I’rench | 
Normandy, Le Parais, Lamotte, Rhone, 
Champagne, Languedoc, etc,.? ‘The 
name of the Commandant General, Jou- | 
bert, is French, and he is probably als 
a descendant of one of those who, in | 
1688, exiled themselves from France for 
the sake of their religious liberty. The 
names of the Boers, De Beer (not Van 
Beer), Du Toitspan, whose farms were 
despoiled when diamonds were found in 
Bemabeeve are obviously of French ori- 
gin, so that it would appear that the 
President of the French Republic has 
more reason for offering sympathy than 
the German Emperor.

North Mastings Gold Mines. 


The Belleville Sun of Saturday last 
says :— 

Several rumors regarding the re-open- 
iny of the gold fields of North Hastings 
have been current of late, and now they 
are practically confirmed. ‘The celebra- 
ted Gatling or Consolidated gold mine 
at Deloro has been sold to an English 
syndicate, who have a capital of $600,- 
000, The mines will be opened in the 
spring and the work pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. It is also announc- 
ed that over 200 men will be employed. 
Mr. Benfold, who is agent for the com- 
pany, is at present in Deloro arranging 
for the opening of the works. 

There are splendid buildings on the 
property, the finest mining buildings in 
this part of thecountry. The mines are 
located on the river and water power 
will be used. 

The recent mining methods at Johan- 
pesburg, South Africa, have proved a 
great success, and it has been demon- 
strated by actual tests that the North 
Hastings gold ores are as rich as those 
of the great Transvaal fields. 

Present day gold enthusiasts state 
that the difficulty in handling North 
Hastings gold years ago was that it 
could not be separated properly by any 
of the crushing processes then known. 
The up-to-date crushers (such as are 
used in Johannesburg) will now be used 
and the very best results are anticipated. 

The Gatling mine was named after a 
brother of the inventor of the famous 
Gatling gun. Mr. Gatling was a resi- 
dent of this city for a number of years, 
his office being where the Sun’s present 
composing room is. He died here and 
was buried in Washington, D. C., his 
death being caused by overwork in look- 
ing after his.mining interests and other 
business in this city and county. 

Mr. Barnes, who is handling the iron 
ore for the Hamilton smelting works, 
was in the city to-day and confirmed 
the news of the re-opening of gold min- 
ing at Deloro. Mr. Barnes left for 
Hamilton this afternoon on business.”

A Journey to the Great Volcano. A 
Mysterious Plantation 
Owner. 


OF course, no visitor to the Hawaiian 
Islands fails to see the great volcano 
Kilauea. Tho journey to this volcano 
can now be made very comfortably. 
The Wilder Steamship Company runs a 
line of steamers from Honolulu to Hilo 
which there connect with a stage. This 
stage takes one to the Volcano House, 
about three miles from the crater. 

We arrived at Hilo at about eight in 
the evening, and going ashore I was 
taken in a hack to the Hilo Hotel, kept 
by a Portugese named Joseph Vierra. 
From here to the Voleano House one 
goes over a fairly good road through the 
Puna district in a stage, which makes 
the trip every other day. 

On the morning of December 14th we 
boarded the stage and left Hilo. Inthe 
suburbs we halted td pick up a Japanese 
woman who was going up the road, and 
at the bridge beyond Hilo we took a na- 
tive man and an empty goods box on 
board, Then tho four horses with the 
stage swept down the road, through a 
lane with rich cane fields on either side. 

After a few miles the cane fields dis- 
appeared, and we plunged into vast for- 
ests of ahia wood mingled with which 
wild coffee was growing. Occasionally 
we passed a narrow path leading into 
the dense jungle, and whenever one 
glanced down it, the shanty of a Jap- 
anese might have been seen snugly hid- 
den away like a ground bird’s nest. 

At four o'clock the Volcano House, 
Mr. Peter Leo, proprietor, was reached. 
Ono has all the evidences of the near 
proximity of a volcano on approaching 
the house. Steam was issuing from the 
seams in the layva-crusted earth along 
the roadside, and when we gained the 
higher ground we could kee for miles 
about us. There were a thousand fis- 
sures in the earth from which hot steam 
and smoke were issuing, while far off to 
the west the smoke from the eternal 
fires of Kilauea gave it the appearance 
of Dore’s paintings of Dante’s Inferno. 
Below the Volcano House, not three 
hundred paces away, are vast sulphur 
banks from which issues vapor in a con- 
tinuous stream. Mr. Lee, tho proprie- 
tor, has built a bath house, and conyeys 
the sulphur vapor toit, the healing prop- 
erties of which he declares are unequal- 
ed. <; 

Mounting my horse in the court in 
front of the house we began the descent. 
By a zigzag course we wound our way 
down the cliff into the first crater, which 
is over three miles across, our path 
sometimes leading along the side of the 
cliff, and the projecting rocks almost 
grazing our knees as we passed. We 
gained the second plain or great crater 
at last. This plain is covered with dark 
lava plains which in the distance looks 
like a congealed quagmire. 

Once upon this plain we éntered a 
path made across the lava. In places 
ferns were growing out from the seams 
in the crust. As we pressed on over the 
chasm-riven surface we came upon a 
wider, deeper crack spanned by a 
bridge. There is a story connected with 
this chasm, the guide said. One day a 
party of tourists left the Volcano House 
and went to see the crater, which was 
then active. While they were there the 
island was conyulsed with an earth- 
quake. Mr. Lee, fearing some harm 
had befallen his guests, ran to the lava 
flow to find this awful chasm from thir- 
ty to fifty feet deep, He was very much 
alarmed for his guests until he saw 
them coming across the lava flow. They 
had scarcely felt the earthquake at all, 
but they had to go about a mile above 
to cross the chasm, 

Half a mile from the Lake of Vire, as 
the second crater is called, we came up- 
on a small corral made of lava, in which 
we left the horses, and, armed with 
stout sticks, proceeded over the plain of 
hard, glaring lava, through the seams 
of which sulphurous steam constantly 
hissed. 

At last wo gained the side of the lake. 
The « er was inactive, and had been 
so for yoar [since My. Musick’s visit, 
this volcano has been in eruption. 
cording to the newspaper reports, the 
flow of lava began on January 5], but 
far down into its hollow depths the faint 
glow of fires or heated stones could be 
seen, while the rambling of subterra- 
nean thunders reached our ears. Tho 
fires were a thousand feet below us and 
almost hidden by dense clouds of sulph- 
urous smoke.

wonders. In the lake or second crater 
the lava is continually boiling in a fur- 
ious manner, throwing up jets and foun- 
tains, sometimes to the height of seven- 
ty-five feet, dashing against the banks 
in fiery waves and throwing up clouds 
of molten spray, making one of the 
grandest, most awe-inspiring sights im- 
aginable. 

From tho lake we went to the great 
sulphur cave. Though tho thermometer 
stands at over ono hundred in this cave, 
we entered it, pénetrating our way 
through the boiling hissing steam. Sta- 
lactites of sulphur and alum hang like 
golden and silver icicles from the dome 
of the cavern. It was too hot toremain 
long, so we hastened out, mounted our 
horses, and returned to the Volcano 
House. 

Next day, with a guide and horses, I 
set out from the Volcano for the great

Several organizations are at work to 
bring them across from Great Britain 
and the industry is—very unwisely 
most people here think—aided by the 
Dominion Government to the extent of 
two dollars per immigrant. ‘There are 
eight of them operating in this prov- 
ince, and these bring in a large num- 
ber of children. It is expected that 
the aggregate will this year reach 2,- 
000, It is needless to say that while 
somo of these are desirable additions 
to our juvenile population, many of 
them are the very reverse, but in spite 
of drawbacks the children are quickly 
disposed of. The Children’s Aid So- 
ciety will soon prove a formidable ri- 
val to these subsidized organizations, 
by ,placing large numbers of Ontario 
children in the homes to which the im- 
ported ones would naturally go, and 
keeping them out of the charitable in- 
stitutions so kindly prepared for them, 
The whole subject is undeniably im- 
portant, and the present phase of it is 
exceedingly interesting. For the next 
three years the struggle between the 
three agencies will go on, and the fit- 
test will survive. Just at present the 
chances seem to be strongly in favor 
of the Children’s aid Society, all the 
more because of the extent to which it 
reduces the cost of charity to the com- 
munity at large. The cost of inmates 
per head at the Mimico Industrial 
School has been $140 per year. In 
the orphanages for small children it 
has been cut down to about half that 
sum. Under the operations of the 
Children’s Aid Society people take the 
waifs into their own homes and bear 
all the expense of rearing and educat- 
ing them for the sake of having them.

The Credit Lyonnais of Paris has en- 
tered an action in the Superior Me ‘ourt 
against La Banque du Peuple for $5,000.

Another new steamboat line is being 
organized torun a daily steamer from 
Bay of Quinte ports to Clayton and the 
Thousand Islands.

The strike of the Chiecayo garment

OUTRAGE AT WINGHAM. 


Inquest on the Death of Fielda—Story Told 
by an Undertaker. 

London, Ont., Maroh 2l.—In connse- 
quence of stories from Wingham, Coroner 
Flock, of thiscity, decided to investigate 
the eircumstances surrounding the death 
of F. G. Fields, the Wingham butcher, 
who {is alluged to have been ill-treated by 
amob in thattown ten days ago, Fields 
died inthe General hospital here yoster 
day, of inflammation of thelungs, having 
arrived in the city on Monday, presuim- 
ably from Lansing, Mich., where one of 
his daughters lives. The inquest opened 
to-day, The body of Fields, who was 
about 60 years old, was badly discolored, 
but there was no oyidenco of maltreat- 
ment or punishment, except that his feet 
presented a sickening sight, the result of 
frostbitos, 

Dr. Balfour, hospital superintendent, 
explained that they had treated him for 
his frozen feet at first, and the inflamma- 
tion of the lungs did not develop notice- 
ably untilthe next day. He was deliri- 
ous, but the delirium might have been 
caused by the inflammation, although 
they at first thought it was from drink- 
ing. 

The chief witness was Mr. Samuel 
Gracey, undertaker, of Wingham. He 
said that his first intimation that any- 
thing had happened was on Wednesday 
morning, March 11th, whens man named 
George Phippen walked into Smith and 
Pethick’s hurdware store, where witness 
was at the time, and told the three how a 
crowd had taken Fields out of his houss 
and had waltzed him up and down in the 
snow for a while. Phippen said thore 
were about forty present. The names of 
several of these were freely spoken of on 
the streets, and he didnot think the au- 
thorities would have any trouble in secur- 
ing them. Phippen said they had taken 
the old man out and had walked him up 
and down in the snow. He was not struck 
more than twice with a whip. Some had 
revolvers and fired them off. After they 
gotthrough they warned Fields to leave 
town within twenty-four hours. While 
in the hands of the mob the old man cried 
for mercy, and swore he was not guilty 
of the unnatural crime charged against 
him, ‘The deceased was given to drink- 
ing at times, but his family were well 
thought of by those who knew them. 
Mr. Gracey said that the daughter whose 
name was associated with the affair hada 
child three years ago, and another two 
weeks ago, although the blame in the 
first instance was laid on acircus employe 
and inthe second on a Toronto man. 
There was some talk of tarring and 
feathering Fields after the birth of the 
daughter’s first child, but nothing was 
done. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Gracey 
saidit was not the highly moral portion 
of the community that created these dis- 
turbances. 

The inquest was adjourned until March 
81, and the body will be taken to-morrow 
to Wingham for burial. A daughter of 
Lue deceased, about twenty years of age, 
who was not at the inquest, said she was 
home when the mob came and took her 
father out, but she was too frightened to 
go down stairs, and could not swear now 
to theidentity of any of the crowd, She 
heard loud talking, but could not distin- 
guish what was being said.

The astonishing success realized’ by 
Groat Britain in the ocoupation of ¢ 


onization of various parts of Africa 38 


exciting tho admiration and envy of all 


the other States of Europe, several of 


which, in spite of their most earnest 
efforts, havo barely been able to main- 
tain a foothold on the darkest of all 
tho continents. Nominally, the area of 
the British possessions in Africa, even 
including Egypt, does not greatly ¢x- 
ceed that of the territory claimed by 
France, while the German colonies, on 
paper, follow pretty closely behind these 
two, and the Portuguese dominions are 
far more contemptible, but in every 
country in Europe, it is perfectly well 
Understood that the French, German 
and Portuguese colonies are such more 
in name than anything else, Algeria be- 
ing the only part of Africa that really 
deserves the name of a French colony, 
while the German and Portuguese hold- 
ings consist, for the most part, of ex- 
tensive districts, occupied by independ- 
ent tribes, which are not even kept in 
nominal subjection by the few svatter- 
ed forts and garrisons in their terrl- 
tory. The Congo Free State, under the 
protection of Belgium, does not seem 
to be nore prosperous as a colony than 
the German portion, while, after sever- 
al years’ of earnest effort, the Italians 
appear to have completely failed in their 
attempts to subdue the Abyssinians. 
In striking contrast with the feeble 
condition of the colonies founded by oth- 
er countries is ihe aggressive attitude 
of the English, who have not only occu- 
pied, but have peopled 
VAST DISTRICTS 
of rich country with men of their own 
race and language, and thus have made 
in every sense of the word, their own 
an extent of territory larger than the 
whole area of the United States. On 
the west coast, Great Britain holds 
Gambia, Sierra, Leone, the Gold Coast, 
Lagos and Yoruba, the Niger territor- 
ies, and has just now acquired Ashan- 
tee. In South Africa, the British flag

only to be butchered by the superior 
Weapons of the English, The last cam 
paign in Ashantee was one in which 
the English displayed more than usual 
meroey. Knowing the nervousness of the 
Ashantess at their coming, they re- 
solved to turn it to their own advan- 
Roman candles, sky rockets, srial 
bombs and cannon crackers. When the 
two forces camo face to face the Bri 
tish made a night attack on the Ash 
antes army, exploded a vast quantity 
of crackers, fired off several hundred 
weight of Roman candles and rockets, 
and these terrible missiles, supplement- 
ed with a liberal supply of red and 
f@reen lights, struck such terror into 
the hearts of the Ashantee | warriors 
that they fled in dismay, firmly be- 
lieving that the English were trying 
(o burn them alive. Not a life was lost, 
and the only wounds on the English 
side were from powder burns on the 
hands, while numbers of the Ashantees 
had their shiny black skins torn almost 
into strips by the thorns when running 
‘through the bushes, pursued by the 
fearful Roman candles and awe-inspir- 
ing rockets. It was the only campaign 
since the invention of gunpowder 10 
which 
NOT A SHOT WAS FIRED, 
and yet yast quantities of powder were 
burned, 
That the conquest of Africa by € 
Britain is in the generai interest 
civilization can not be doubted. | The 
native populations, after their subjuga- 
tion, by the English, are treated with 
scant ceremony and Jittle consideration, 
but on the whole their condition is yvast- 
ly improved over what. it_ was under 
their native rulers. ‘Their English mas- 
ters kick and cuff them on little or no 
provocation, but kicks and cuffs are 
mere trifles in comparison with the 
torture and execution to which they 
were liable under the African kings. 
In Coomassie, for instance, the King’s 
Slaughter ground was found to con- 
tain the skulls and bones of thousands 
of hapless creatures who had been put 
to death, many from a mere caprice of 
the bloodthirsty tyrant, who imagined 
that the more food he shed the great- 
er was his dignity. The abolition of 
such barbarities is in the interest of 
civilization, and wherever the English 
have made conquests in Africa. they 
have done away with the cruelties of 
the native kings, There is little doubt 
that the sphere of British.influence on 
the Dark Continent is widening, and 
that in the course of years, by one 
means or another, most of the contin-

Mr. Levi Lagrow, who is spending 
the winter with relatives in town, met 
with a painful accident one day last 
week. He attended a bee drawing lum- 
ber for M. Kerby’s new stables, and 
was on a load of lumber coming from 
Frankford when the sleigh struck a 
pitch hole, throwing Levi off and the 
lumber on top of him. No bones were 
broken, but he was severely bruised. 


Two accidents happened on the 
Grand Trunk on Tuesday last. Early 
in the morning a young man named 
Spence was struck by a train about two 
miles west of Sidney station. When 
found by the section men he was un- 
conscious from concussion of the brain, 
his feet were frozen, and he had several 
bruises on other parts of his body. He 
was taken to Sidney station, and after- 
wards removed to Belleville. His in- 
juries may prove fatal. The second ac- 
cident took place in the afternoon, As 
conductor Stanton’s train from Peter- 
boro’ was approaching Belleville, a man 
named Alex. Reid, a deaf mute from 
Tyendinaga, was struck by the engine, 
and was so badly injured that he died 
in ashorttime. When first seen by the 
engineer, a warning whistle was sound- 
ed, and the man left the track, but just 
as the engine approached him he step- 
ped in front of it, and met his death. 


The storm of Thursday and Friday 
last was the worst one of the season, 
and the railways all over the province 
were completely blocked and the trains 
everywhere had to be cancelled. In 
Montreal the snowfall was over 16 inch- 
es, and one of the heaviest on record for 
March. In Toronto and the west the 
storm was fully worse, and huge drifts 
on all the railways effectually stopped 
traffic during Friday and Saturday ; 
and trains from the east on the Grand 
Trunk did not reach Toronto until Sun- 
day morning, on account of huge drifts 
between Cobourg and Toronto. Some 
800 passengers were detained at Co- 
bourg, and had meals furnished at the 
Company’s expense. On the Midland 
and C. P. R. the lines were blocked be- 
tween Peterboro and Toronto, and the 
tracks were not cleared until late Sun- 
day, the passengers reaching Toronto at 
a late hour Sunday night. During the 
blockade a large number of C.P.R. and 
G.T.R. passengers were entertained at 
Peterboro at the expense of the compan- 
ies. There were no mails from Toronto 
from Thursday until Monday, while the 
mails from Montreal and the east were 
received regularly.
